The court's credibility damaged 


The investigation of the California Supreme 
Court by the Commission on Judicial Performance 
iS Over, but the result of the year - long probe is not 
encouraging 

That investigation began as a resuit of allegations 
that the court delayed its ruling on the Tanner case 
which overturned the state's “use a gun, go to 
prison law, until after the 1978 election, when four 
justices were subject to voter approval. The court 
eventually reversed the Tanner decision, making it 
only the second time in 15 years that a decision ona 
criminal case has been aitered 

The stated aim of the investigation was to clear 
the air and restore public confidence in the court. In 
Order to accomplish this the hearings were made 
open to the public, an unprecedented move 

However, public disclosures ended on July 17 
when a state appeais court agreed with Justice 
Stanley Mosk’s contention that the state 
constitution prohibited public hearings. As a result 
the investigation failed to clear the air and certainly

Simply stated, the commission's report said no 
formal charges will be filed against any supreme 
court justice. The report does not go into detail 
because the Mosk decision prohibits it from doing 
so “% 
in the end, the investigation, which Cost $510.000, 
was prevented from reaching a public, definitive 
judgement on the conduct of the court. The final 
report has not built confidence in the judiciary, Wut it 
may have eroded it. The unanswered questions 
make it ali too easy for critics of the court to charge 
that a whitewash has taken piace 

In essence, the fears of critics af the open 
hearings have been realized. The investigation has 
done serious damage to the credibility of the court 
However, the open hearings were required to 
answer the charges concerning that credibility. Asa 
result of the closing of those hearings on July 17, 
those charges remain unanswere2

The process of screening and 
evaluating that leads to the as- 
signment of a device can last only a 
few weeks, but more often it takes 
two or three months 

During the entire sequence a 
group of three or four students 
work with one client. They gather 
information regarding the person's 
current situation and capabilities 
by contacting agencies and in- 
dividuals who work with or know 
the client. This research is 
augmented by tests administered 
at the ADC. !n addition, the 
students work to define the 
Capacities needed in the device for 
the individual. How, where and 
when the person will use the ap- 
pliance are explored 

Once these evaluations are 
completed, the group uses the 
center's resource files to find a 
device that is currently manutac- 
tured by private industry and 
meets the client's need 

“What we try to do is match 
them (the clients) to existing 
devices wherever possibie,”’ 
Coleman said. However, if the ex- 
act implement is not availiable, bio - 
medical engineering students

work to either modify an existing 
device or fabricate one that suits 
the person's needs 

The ADC then supplies the 
client with the device and provides 
frequent follow - up assessments 
to check the person's im- 
provement as well as the condition 
of the device 


‘Disabled students aided by ADC 


in some instances the clients’ 
needs provide information which 
iS pertinent to one of the four 
grants the ADC has been awarded 
When his is the case, research as- 
sistants work with the clients 
throughout the entire evaluation 
and follow - up procedures 

The costs of the services 
provided by the ADC are divided 
into three categories: screening 
$30, assessment $100 and follow - 
up $50 - $100 for the six - month 
period 

The devices range in price from 
35 cents for a piece of cardboard to 
write words on to approximately 
$2,500 for a speech synthesizer, a 
smail machine that actually says 
words. Devices fabricated by the 
students are priced according to 
the materials and time invoived 

In addition to aiding CSUS 
Students and individuals fram tocai 
communities, the center works 
with the CSUS Disabdied Student 
Services program to make 
facilities On Campus accessible to 
handicapped students, as required 
by the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 

Its anew civil rights law for the 
handicapped and under sub - 
part E, which has to do with higher 


education, there are certain re- 
quirements that the university 
makes programs accessible to the 
handicapped,” Pat Sonntag, direc- 
tor of Disabled Student Services 
explained 


She said as she becomes aware 
of students’ problems with class 
facilities, she notifies the ADC so it 
wil know what is needed on cam- 
pus 


Devices that are being pur- 
chased or fabricated to satisfy sec- 
ton 504 requirements include an 
adaptive drafting tabie for the 
department of engineering and a 
keyboard for use in the computer 
science department that wil! use a 
code of tactile sensations to inform 
blind students of the computer's 
functions (whether it's sending or 
receiving information, for exam- 
ple)

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Prof.says world politics 
much controlled by geology

“The U.S. is in a card game 
where everybody else has the win- 
ning hand. if we're going to con- 
tinue to play the game, we re going 
to continue to lose— or elise we can 
come up with another game.” said 
CSUS Geology Professor Dr Greg 
Wheeler in a speech Friday 

Speaking on “The GeoPolitics 
of Oil" before the CSUS Geology 
Club, Wheeler has followed the oil 
crisis since the 1973 Arab Oi! Em- 
bargo 

‘Many people have failed to 
take into consideration that 
getibgy is very much in control of 


the political situations in the 
world,’ said Wheeler 
“There is a success rate of 


about two percent of companies 
striking oil in a significant field 
that is, one that would produce a 
million barrels. That may sound 
like a lot of oi! to you but that's 
equivalent to one day of America’s 
usage,” he claimed 
He said this localized oc- 
currence of ore deposits has been 
on of the hottest issues between 
mineral industries and the United 
States. “In 1971 the Alaska Natives 
Claims Act was passed. which 
locked in debate about 140 million 
acres, about 40 percent of Alaska 
The debate is over allocation for 
wilderness areas, the natives and 
industry 
‘Industry estimates that by 
1995, with the loss of this land from 
mining, if it is not opened, the 
baiance of trade deficit of the U.S 
will be about a billion dollars more 
pet year of lost revenue from min- 
ing‘in those areas,” said Wheeler 
Wheeler noted the exhaus 
tibility, or one crop nature, of 
deposits. “Once you have mined 
an ore deposit, it's gone,” he said 
“Saudi Arabia has not forgotten 
this nor has Canada. That's why 
Canada has virtually cut off our 
supply of oil. At one time they were 
our number one supplier — in 1973 
during the embargo. And Saudi 
Arabia and the other OPEC 
(Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
Countries) nations continue 
td raise prices.” he said 
' Wheeler listed the United 
States’ sources of oi! prior to the 
embargo in 1973: “Of the total 130 
million barrels per month US. im- 
“ 71 million barrels per month 
cane from Canada, about 54 
pertent of the total. They were out 
leading suppliers of oi! The second 
was Venezuela producing 21 
million barreis, third was Saudi 


Arabia with 19 million barrels, ieav-

month, which would be divided 


between other OPEC countries 
like Indonesia, Libia, Nigeria and 
some non - OPEC countries like 
Mexico.” 

He added, “Six years have 
elapsed since then and we have 
indeed changed our energy import 
picture. For instance, Canada no 
longer supplies us with 71 million 
barrels per month. This year it sup- 
pled us with about nine million 
barrels per month and promised us 
by the end of next year, it will sup- 
ply us with none. In other words 
theyre slowly turning off the 
source 

Its not because Canada has 
run out it's because they 
decided there's a localized or

That one well 
produced two - thirds of Israel's

Grote outlines Peace Corp benefits

Fred Grote is a worldwide 
traveler, teacher, student and 
former Peace Corps volunteer. At 
the moment, however, he isn't 
traveling. instead he is at CSUS, 
recruiting volunteers for the Peace 
Corps 

Grote said, “A big reason they 
(the Peace Corps) put a recruiter at 
CSUS is that the Peace Corps in 
the past has been overbalanced 
with white middle - class peopie 
So we're trying to encourage third 
worid people to know more about 
it.” 

A seemingly unquenchable 
desire for travel attracted the 33 - 
year - old Grote to the Peace 
Corps. After graduating from 
Rutgers University in 1968, Grote 
entered the Navy and spent two 
years stationed in Italy, during 
which time he traveled around 
Europe. After his discharge, he 
spent one year traveling overland 
from Europe to Asia and back. His 
travels took him to Nepal, India, 
Pakistan and Iran, just a few of the 
50 countries he has visited. With all 
this experience behind him, Grote 
returned to the states looking for 
an Overseas job. As he passed by 
the Peace Corps office in 
Washington, D.C., Grote decided 
to apply 

“| had a degree in business ad- 
ministration, so! wentin and asked 
if there was anything availabie,” he 
explained. The Peace Corps had 
just begun a series of projects in 
Colombia, South America. Grote 
applied and was accepted 

As a Peace Corps volunteer 
Grote offered help to smail 
businesses While in 
Bucaramanga, Colombia, he 
worked with the owner of a leather 
goods factory, whose favorite pas- 
time was drinking. When Grote 
first came to the factory, tre wor- 
king conditions were “pretty bad 
The employees were using broken 
tools because no one would buy 
new ones,” he said. Grote was 
finally able to obtain the money to 
buy new toois from his boss. Grote 
said, “Whatever he didn’t use for

encouraging third-world people 


drinking, | could take and decide 
how we were going to spend it.” 

Because of his many travels 
Grote had no trouble adjusting to 
life in Bucaramanga. While others 
had trouble with the food and 
water, Grote found living con- 
ditions good in the Valle de Cauca 
— Coiombia's Sacramento Valley 
There was plenty of fresh fruits and 
vegetabies. However, there was 
one delicacy for which he did not 
acquire a taste. In Bucaramanga 
the people are famous for eating 
big roasted ants. Grote tried them 
but found them "rather tasteless.” 

Though Grote had a positive ex- 
perience during his two - year tour 
in Colombia, he admits there can 
be some negative aspects to Peace 
Corps work. For some, isolation 
can be a real probiem as well as 
lack of government support in the 
assigned country However, ac- 
cording to Grote, some people 
began to like the isolation, and he 
never saw them. He said. “There 
were some peopie in remote 
places nobody saw for two years 
They blended in and became a part 
of the populace ” 

Despite Columbia's hostility 
toward America, Grote did not en- 
counter much hostility from the 
people. He did see signs on 
buildinys that declared “Yankee 
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go home,” but adds, “Whenever 
there was any kind of near - crisis 
emergency. we were sent memos 
from the Peace Corps. During the 
elections we were told to stay in 
our homes and not to discuss 
politics.” 

The Peace Corps provides 
medical and dental care to its 
volunteers and deposits $125 a 
month in a bank in the United 
States, which they receive at the 
end of their tour of duty. in ad- 
dition, volunteers are given ap- 
proximately $200 a month living 
allowance, depending on the 
country and whether they live in a 
rural or urban setting. Grote 
claimed, “If you are used to a fat 
American lifestyle and you are liv- 
ing in a City, you won't make it. If 
yOu are Out in the country and you 
are content, you will have plenty 
left over 

He added, “In the rural areas 
you live like the local residents. But 
in the city, you can almost live like 
itis here The second city | lived in 


Cali, is a big tourist cisty. it had 
nice restaurants, nice movie 
tehaters — every convenience you 
would want. So it wasn't exactly 
the Peace Corps image you might 
have of somebody living in a mud 
hut 
| did have some friends who 

wouid come into the city every six 
months or so. And they just lived 
out by themselves. Some of them 
had canoes, some needed horses 
to get where they wanted The 
people who lived in the jungle 
areas could Only go out on oc- 
casional planes. There weren't any 
roads to the sites where they 
were

Primary system 
to be challenged

A petition seeking to eliminate 
the winner - take - all primary 
system in California is being cir- 
culated on campus, in hopes of 
gathering enough signatures to 
place it on the June, 1980 ballot 

These petitions are currently 
being circulated on campus 

The initiative would require that

University Librarian Gordon 
Martin, who is retiring effective 
September, 1980, said his most 
rewarding experience while at 
CSUS was working on the 
construction of the new library 

Martin said during the planning 
Stages for the new building he 
worked with the architect once a 
week. He said at one point the 
architect said to him, “If the 
building leaks, it's our fauit, if it 
doesn't work it’s your fault.” 

“it: (the new building) was 
having the opportunity to have 
your dreams put in three - 
dimensional form,” Martin said 

Martin said he gave advance 
notice of his decision to retire so 
that the university would have the 
opportunity to find a replacement 
before he leaves. Martin said he did 
not want the Library to have to 
operated with an acting university 
librarian 

“Most people don't give 
advance notice but | thought it was 
to the advantaje of the university 
to do that,” Martin said. “It (having 
an acting head) causes the unit to 
run in limbo.” 

Martin, who has worked at the 
CSUS library since 1966, said his 
worst experience was the series of 
bomb threats at the library in 
January, 1978. He said there were 
27 threats during that month and 
five in one day 

“You can't see any reason for it 
(the bomb threats), Martin said 
“On the whole, though, I've had a 
marvelous opportunity to work 
with some great people. It's been 
very rewarding.’ 

Martin received his bachelor of 
Philosophy degree from the 
University of Chicago in June, 
1948 and his Master's degree in

Library Administration from the 
same university in 1952. 

Martin plans to retire in the 
Sacramento area, and hopes to do 
some consultant work for libraries, 
he said. 

During Martin's tenure at the 
lorary, many of its services were 
computerized. For example, since 
April, 1978 the library has used the 
Ohio College Library Center to 
gather bibliographic data. Since

May, 1979 the library has used the 
xerox computer services of Los

“That means that we don't have 
to sit people down to type orders.”

‘People are doing more interesting 
things now. An awful! lot of what 
the library staff does is repetitive.”

McAmis. said. “If a person is 
charged with doing one particular 
thing 10 times a day and because 
of work requirements he's required 
to do that same thing 15 times a 
day, that’s not a factor to consider 
on reclassification — at all 

“The only factor to be con- 
sidered on a reclassification is 
whether or not that person who 
was doing this thing 10 times a day 
iS NO longer doing this same thing 
10 times a day because he's doing 
something different,” McAmis 
added 


Bender said Rogers spent 50 to 
60 percent of her time working on 
Payroll and personnel work. the 
difference between the two clas- 
sifications, but McAmis disagreed 

“We're just not that large,” 
McAmis said. “We don't have that 
many personnel transactions that 
transpire. At the most we have 100 
plus employees.”

In other business, the senate 
discontinued funding for KEG 
radio, the station in the dormitories 
which has not been broadcasting 
all semester. Mark Menz, who 
earlier in the semester submitted a 
Proposal for Maverick Broad- 
casting to take over management 
of the radio station, said the Com- 
munication Studies Department 
wants to use KEG as a lab for 
broadcasting students 


“My suggestion is that if noth- 
ing comes about in December that 
you liquidate it,” Menz said. “If 
anything's going to happen, it’s 
going to happen this month.” 

Menz said the problem right 
now is how the Communication 
Studies Department will get the 
money to run the radio station 


“You've never had a 
mangement year to year, Menz 
added. “it's like you get a new 
driver for the car every year.” 

After voting to discontinue the 
funding, the senate decided to 
store the equipment and record 
aibums until a decision is made 
whether that materiai will have to 
be sold or can be utilized by the 
Communication Studies 
Department. However, Menz said 
the records could not be sold, 
because they belong to the record 
companies. }

When the ski is put up on edge in a turn, it receives 
force and forms an arc. The result is a turn 
The second feature that allows the ski to turn is 
the sidecut. The more sidecut, the more force that 
must be applied in order foc the ski to form its arc. In 


other words, without the sidecut. the ski would not 
be able to counterfiex. if the ski cannot counterflex 


it cannot form the arc. If it cannot form the arc, it-can- 
not make the turn 


The final factor that effects the turn is torsion, the 
amount of resistance the ski has to twisting. Torsion 
acts against the turn because it distorts the arc 
Therefore, the more resistence the ski has to twis- 
ting, the less the arc is distorted and the easier itis to 
make the turn The reason the ski is made with less 
than the maximum amount of resistance is the 

forgiveness” factors 


in order to compensate for the inconsistencies of 
the snow and the skiers technique the ski must 
allow for these inconsistencies through torsion. The 
skiers ability and the conditions under which one 
expects to use the ski determines the amount of tor- 
sion needed 

These three properties counterflex, sidecut 
and torsion should be understood by everyone 
from the most undeveloped talent to the most over- 
rated expert 


Every time a ski turns on its edge, no matter if itis 
a beginning snowplow turn or a royal christy, it is a 
result of these three properties this is 
understood, making turns becomes a matter of prac- 
ticing methods that make use of these factors 

Once the methods mastered you may 
proceed to explore new areas of panic. such as the 
kind of panic that sets in when you cannot remember 
where you left your carefully selected skis during the 
iunch break

National Ski Patrol: skierscoming to the rescue of skiers

Uniess they are standing on a ski slope 
with the traditional ‘Gold Cross’, there is no way to 
identify members of the Nationa! Ski Patrol Infact it 
is doubtful that very many of her classmates know 
that CSUS student Hilde Biy is the leader of the Sac 
ramento Chapter of the Nationa! Ski Patro! Patro! 
Leader means not only setting a high standard inthe 
field of mountain rescue, but also maintaining an 
organization of over 40 volunteers 


The National Ski Patrol is made up of skiers 
Gedicated to the sport. So much so that they offer th. 
majority of their free time during the ski season to 
promote and maintain safety on the siopes 

Before the snow starts falling, the patro! begins 
Preparing for the upcoming season For the pat 
roimen, that means more than waxing skis and mak 
ig vows to exercise. The rigors of being recertified 
fan annual event) include a fuil day of classroom 
yiew and updates on first - aid and rescue techni 
Ques. Then, out on the mountain, they practice 
Betore snow completely covers the runs. the patro! 
is loading and unioading rescue sleds. using ropes 
t@,unload lift chairs and conducting searches 


' The Nationa! Ski Patrol is not only involved with 
on - the - hill rescues, but it has had the occasion to 
help at auto accidents, avalanche rescue and out - of 
~ bounds rescue. Essentially, the patrolier is trained 
to provide first - aid to anyone he may encounter 
from the time he leaves his driveway to the time he 
returns. All this completely gratis 


To acquire an appreciation for the abilities of the 
patroiiers you shouid understand at least a fraction 
of what they are capabie of

For a chair lift to break down is very rare Most ski 
areas have more than one back - up system, usually 
a separate power unit so then even if the main power 
and the emergency power fails, the lift can be

Ropes and evacuation. equipment are located in 
or about the lifts. if the ski area management decides 
that a lift has to be evacuated, the ski patrol is 
transported to specified sections of the disabled lift 
“4 breakman known as the “belayer’ establishes a 
position from which he can slide the rope past 
himself to control the evacuee’s descent. Other pat- 
back - up the belayer, instruct the evacuee 
ind handle ropes

Is it safe? In practice, 115 - pound patrollers have 
easily ‘(owered some of the over - 200 - pound pat 
rotiers However, make no mistake, it is hard work 

When asked what he would do if he had to 
evacuate the lift by himself. one patroller quipped 

Weill, fa climb the lift tower, go hand - over - hand 
down the cable to the chair, offer everyone a candy 
bar and tell them, ‘Don't worry, The lift will start back 
up at 9am _ tomorrow.” 


If you are stuck in a disabled lift the ski patro! 
recommends, ‘Stay calm and stay in the chair if you 
try to jump out or climb out you could be injured 
seriously. Also, your action could derail the chair 
causing Many injuries.” 

Something the public doesn't seem to 
unders.and is that there are days when we (the pat- 
roliers) ski very little. In fact there nave been days 
when | didn't get one run in, ail | did was cover ac- 
cidents,” said Jonn, a patroiler at Sierra Ski Ranch 

And when the weather turns foul, where is the ski 
patrol? On the hill, When a patroller signs on for the 
day he is there from 8:30 a.m. to usually 5°30 pm. or 
‘ater 


On the hill the patroitier may be calied upon to 
perform any number of tasks from shoveling snow to 
spiinting a broken leg. The ski patroilers are the 
firemen of the mountain 

if you have an accident on the hill the best thing to 
do is to get word to a patrolier or the ski lift operator 
The lift operators have access to communications 
and most of them keep close watch on the patroliers 
that are skiing their jift. When the call comes in the 
lift operator has a good idea who he has to cali in

If necessary. several patrollers will respond with a 
sied In addition to the first - aid equipment in the 
blue belts around every patroller's waist, blankets 
and splints are carried.on the sied Also. the sied is 
ised to transport the victim down the mountain.

few areas even have ‘Helivac’ where a helicopter 
takes the victim off the mountain and Girectly to the 
hospital. Fortunately. the majority of the ski injuries 
are not serious enough to require an ambulance or 


either case. the victim is off the mountain and safe 

Until recently the National Ski Patrol did not have 
4a formal wilds rescue team. Each member had some 
training in back - country rescue and avalanche res- 


cue. With the popularity of cross - country skiing in- 
creasing. the ski patrol has rnet the need by forming 


a Nordic Patrol. This patrol performs the same kind 
of services that it would in a designated ski area and 
the patroliers have basically the same training
